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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  distribution  of  water  through  the  Council's  mains  continued 
under  the  same  arrangements  as  in  the  past,  with  one  bulk  supply  from 
Selby  U.D.C.  near  the  Toll  Bridge,  and  three  bulk  supplies  from  York 
Waterworks  Company  at  Naburn  Lane,  Lingcroft  (Pulford)  and  Grimston. 

The  total  quantity  purchased  was  143  million  gallons,  in  the  proportion 
of  91  millions  from  Selby  and  52  millions  from  York,  as  compared  to 
90  millions  and  49  millions  for  1956. 

A total  of  40  properties  in  the  parish  of  Escrick  continue  to  be 
supplied  from  the  Escrick  Park  private  supply. 

In  each  case  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  is  satisfactory. 

A total  of  55  new  supplies  have  been  installed  during  the  year, 
33  domestic  and  21  metered. 

Complaints  of  inadequate  pressure  have  been  received  from 
Hemingbrough  and  parts  of  Cliff e,  and  investigations  have  been  carried 
cut.  The  principal  cause  of  the  shortage  appears  to  be  insufficient 
mains  capacity,  and  the  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council's 
Consultant  Engineer,  who  is  preparing  a scheme  for  the  installation  of  an 
additional  main  and  a water  tower  to  meet  the  demand. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  area,  the  supply  is  satisfactory, 
although,  during  warm  v^eather,  the  peak  domestic  demand  on  Monday  mornings 
does  cause  a very  appreciable  drop  in  pressure. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

No  village  sewerage  scheme  has  yet  commenced,  but  those  for 
Pulford-Heslington,  Dunning ton,  Hemingbrough  and  Escrick  are  in  various 
stages  of  preparation,  and  approval  for  at  least  one  scheme  is  anticipated 
during  1953. 

Pending  the  installation  of  satisfactory  means  of  sewage 
disposal,  the  various  villages  continue  to  discharge  sewage  into  ditches 
and  streams.  Periodical  cleansing  is  carried  out,  but  under  the  present 
systems,  conditions  in  numerous  villages  are  most  unsatisfactory. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  plants  serving  the  post-war  Council 
estates  continue  to  receive  regular  maintenance  and  are  all  operating 
satisfactorily. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


All  properties  adjacent  to  the  highway  normally  receive  a weekly 
collection,  and  the  isolated  properties  are  visited  occasionally,  usually 
on  request. 

The  location  of  the  one  refuse  tip  in  use  - near  North  Duf field  - 
has  resulted  in  a much  greater  mileage  being  incurred  by  the  vehicle 
serving  the  northern  part  of  the  area,  with  a corresponding  absorption  of 
working  time.  When  the  tips  at  Barlby  and  Crockey  Hill  were  in  use  the 
two  vehicles  engaged  in  collection  could  only  just  complete  the  weekly 
programme;  now,  however,  when  any  hold-up  occurs  due  to  inclement  weather 
or  mechanical  breakdown,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  cover  the  area  without 
appreciable  over-time,  and  even  then  some  areas  occasionally  have  to  miss 
their  normal  collection.  Other  things  being  equal,  every  effort  is  made 
to  clear  pail  closets. 

The  provision  of  a further  tip  in  the  northern  part  of  the  area 
would  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  scheme,  but  as  yet  no  suitable 
site  has  become  available. 


HOUSING. 

Improvement  Grants. 

The  making  of  Improvement  Grants  continued  during  the  year,  the 
Council  being  convinced  that  the  improvement  of  suitable  properties  up  to 
the  standard  laid  down  in  the  legislation  is  a most  useful  contribution 
towards  satisfying  the  housing  needs  of  the  District. 

Applications  were  approved  in  respect  of  38  premises,  22  being 
tenanted  and  16  occupied  by  the  owners.  The  comparative  figures  for  the 
years  1954  to  1957  are  as  follows:-

No  new  dwellings  have  been  erected  specifically  for  re- housing 
occupiers  of  condemned  properties,  but  on  certain  estates  the  Council  have 
allocated  individual  houses  to  occupiers  of  such  properties.  Three 
Demolition  Orders  have  been  made,  and  the  properties  demolished,  and  two 
properties  have  been  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders,  Four  of  the  five 
families  have  been  re-housed,  the  remaining  property  being  already  vacant. 
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Other  sub- standard  dwellings  are  being  represented  in  the  near 
future,  and  no  doubt  the  Council  will  re-house  as  and  when  suitable 
vacancies  occur. 

Some  properties  which  were  in  Clearance  Areas  of  1938  are  still 
occupied,  but  are  situated  in  villages  where  no  building  is  at  the  moment 
anticipated.  By  private  arrangements  some  of  the  properties  have  been 
vacated,  but  eight  are  still  occupied. 


POOD  PREMISES. 

A total  of  107  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  and  handled,  and  general  conditions  are  satisfactory. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Slaughtering  was  carried  out  on  one  or  two  days  of  every  week 
at  the  six  licenced  slaughterhouses,  situated  two  in  Dunnington,  one  in 
Cliffe,  Elvington,  Escrick  and  Pulford.  A total  of  1+66  bovines, 

90 6 sheep  and  1+6 1 pigs  were  examined,  involving  38O  visits. 

The  unsound  meat  condemned  totalled  110  stones,  details  being 
as  follows:-
